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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  QUEEN’S  UNIVERSITY 
ALUMNAE  ASSOCIATION 


I.  NAME 

The  Association  shall  be  called  “The  Queen's  University  Alumnae 
Association." 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be: 

1.  To  serve  as  a  bond  of  union  among  the  alumnae  of  the  University. 

2.  To  initiate  and  promote  any  scheme  for  the  special  benefit  of  the 
women  students. 

3.  To  promote  the  general  interests  of  the  University. 

III.  MEMBERSHIP 

Members  shall  be  known  as,  Honorary,  Associate  and  Active. 

1.  Honorary  membership  may  be  conferred  on  such  persons  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Association  are  entitled  to  such  distinction.  They  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  payment  of  fees,  but  shall  neither  vote  nor  hold  office. 

2.  Associate  members  shall  be  the  wives  of  the  professors  and  trustees 
of  the  University,  and  women  members  of  the  staff,  whose  names  appear  in 
the  calendar,  and  alumnae  of  two  years’  standing,  joining  after  May,  1917. 
They  shall  have  the  right  to  vote,  but  shall  not  be  eligible  for  office. 

3.  Active  members  shall  be  all  women  graduates  of  the  University  and 
all  alumnae  of  two  years’  standing,  who  have  joined  previous  to  May,  1917. 
They  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  the  Association. 

IV.  FEES. 

1.  Associate  and  Active  members  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  of  one  dollar. 

2.  No  member  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  or  hold  office  whose  fees  are 
not  paid  up  to  date 

V.  OFFICERS  AND  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  be 
as  follows: 

(a)  President;  (b)  1st  Vice-President;  (c)  2nd  Vice-President;  (d) 
3rd  Vice-president;  (e)  Secretary;  (f)  Treasurer. 

These  officers,  together  with  eight  elected  Councillors  the  immediate 
Past  President,  the  onveners  of  standing  committees  and  the  Presidents 
of  Branch  Alumnae  Associations,  shall  constitute  the  Executive. 

2.  Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Executive,  and  members  who 
cannot  be  present  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  proxy. 

3.  The  nomination  and  election  of  officers  and  councillors  shall  take 

place  at  the  annual  meeting.  • 

4.  Nomination  shall  be  by  Committee  of  three  appointed  by  the 
President,  and  by  open  nomination. 
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5.  The  voting  shall  be  by  ballot. 

6.  Either  President  or  1st  Vice-President  must  be  a  resident  of  Kings¬ 
ton. 

7.  The  election  of  the  President  must  be  held  before  the  nomination  of 
the  other  officers. 

8.  The  Levana  Society  shall  elect  one  of  the  ouncillors. 

VI.  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees: 

1.  Residence. 

2.  Representation  of  Women. 

3.  Household  Science. 

4.  Employment  for  Women  Students  During  Vacation. 

5.  Alumnae  News. 

6.  Avonmore  Committee. 

7.  Membership. 

Such  committees  and  an  assistant  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  first  regular  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting, 
to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year. 

VII.  MEETINGS. 

1.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  annually  at 
Kingston,  on  the  Saturday  before  Thanksgiving. 

2.  Any  member  in  good  standing  slial  have  the  power  to  appoint,  in 
writing,  a  proxy,  if  not  able  to  attend  the  meeting. 

3.  In  case  of  emergency,  or  at  the  request  of  five  members,  the  Presi¬ 
dent  shall  instruct  the  Secretary  to  call  a  special  meeting. 

4.  A  meeting  shall  also  be  held  in  Toronto  in  the  month  of  July  for 
the  purpose  of  keeping  Alumnae  who  cannot  attend  the  Annual  Meeting  in 
touch  with  the  Association  (the  date  and  form  which  the  meeting  shall  take 
to  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee,  or  by  a  committee  appointed 
by  the  Executive.

IX.  AMENDMENTS. 

1.  Alterations  or  additions  may  be  made  to  this  constitution  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  at  the  annual  meeting,  notice  of  the  proposed  changes  having 
been  given  with  the  announcement  of  the  annual  meeting. 
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Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Queen’s  University  Alumnae 

Association. 

The  Eighth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Assoc¬ 
iation  was  held  on  Saturday,  October  11th,  1919  in  Convocation  Hall, 
Mrs.  H.A.  Lavell  of  Kingston  in  the  chair.  The  greater  part  of  the  day 
was  devoted  to  the  business  of  the  year,  the  afternoon  session  being  broken 
by  the  address  given  by  Mrs.  ,T.  L.  Morison.  Luncheon  was  served  to  the 
members  of  the  Association  at  the  Frontenac  Club. 

The  Secretary’s  report  for  1918-1919  showed  a  membership  of  1(10,  and 
the  treasurer  reported  a  total  receipt  of  $284.59  and  an  expenditure  of 
$104.90  leaving  an  apparent  balance  of  $179.69,  from  which  has  to  be 
subtracted  the  Alumnae  News  and  other  expenditures,  leaving  a  real  bal¬ 
ance  of  $15.69. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Residence  Fund  reported  a  total  of  $41,045.25, 
$36,000.80  invested  in  Anglo-French  Bonds,  $4,550.00  in  Vctory  Bonds, 
$326.75  loaned  to  the  Avonmore  and  a  balance  of  $167.72  in  the  Bank  of 
Montreal. 

Miss  Muir  moved  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Miss  Redden  which  was 
carried  amid  vigorous  applause. 

Mrs.  Newlands  moved,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Knapp  that  the  $500  given 
to  the  Residence  Fund  by  the  Missess  Mowat  in  memory  of  their  mother 
be  set  aside  for  some  definite  purpose.  Carried. 

Mrs.  Macgillivray  convener  of  the  Committee  on  the  Representation  of 
Women  reported  the  success  of  our  candidate,  Miss  Rayside  to  the  board 
of  trustees,  and  announced  that  Miss  Marty  was  to  receive  an  honorary 
degree  at  Convocation. 

Miss  Gordon  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Employment  for  Women 
students  during  vacation,  that  the  Y.W.C.A.  had  a  Committee  for  this 
purpose  and  our  help  had  been  offered  to  them. 

Miss  Campbell,  editor  of  the  Alumnae  News,  reported  that  the  News 
would  be  ready  for  the  press  by  the  first  of  November. 

The  following  motions  amending  the  Constitution  were  passed: 

Mrs.  Macdonnell  moved,  seconded  by  Miss  Henstridge,  that  the  Avon- 
more  Committee  be  given  the  status  of  a  standing  Committee. 

Mrs.  Laird  moved,  seconded  by  Miss  Wilson,  that  the  Membership  Com¬ 
mittee  be  made  a  standing  Committee. 

Mrs.  Macdonnell  reported  for  the  Avonmore  Committee  that  they 
were  now  in  a  position  to  pay  back  the  last  of  the  money  they  owed  the 
Association  and  start  free  from  debt.  She  said  how  much  she  regretted 
Mrs.  Macphail’s  resignation  and  paid  a  tribute  of  thanks  to  Miss  Lambert, 
the  treasurer  of  the  Avonmore  funds. 

Miss  Mowat  reported  for  the  Membership  Committee  that  she  had 
tried  to  interest  the  members  in  the  West  to  form  branch  associations, 
but  had  met  with  no  success. 

Miss  Henstridge  reported  a  very  successful  meeting  in  Toronto  in 
July,  and  moved  that  those  who  go  to  Toronto  next  summer,  register 
or  phone  their  addresses  to  some  central  office,  seconded  by  Miss  Campbell. 
Carried. 
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A  very  full  report  of  the  meeing  of  the  National  Council  of  Women  in 
Regina,  was  given  by  Miss  Mowat,  our  representative. 

Mrs.  Macdonnell  moved  and  Miss  Henstridge  seconded  the  following 
resoution  which  was  adopted. 

“Whereas  the  Trustees  of  Queen’s  University  assisted  the  Avonmore 
at  its  inception  by  a  money  grant  of  $1000  and  whereas  they  give  assistance 
every  year  to  the  extent  of  paying  the  rent  for  the  summer  month,  and 
increasing  the  salary  of  the  head,  and  whereas  it  is  customary  for  all  bodies 
giving  nancial  assistance  to  an  institution  to  be  represented  on  the  govern¬ 
ing  body  of  that  institution,  be  it  resolved  that  the  Alumnae  Association 
request  the  board  of  trustees  of  Queen’s  Universiy  to  appoint  three  of 
their  Kingston  members  to  co-operate  with  the  Avonmore  Committee.” 

It  was  moved  bjr  Mrs.  Macgillivray  that  the  secretary  write  to  Miss 
Marty  and  signify  our  gratification  on  her  being  granted  the  honorary 
degree  of  LL.D.  and  on  her  appointment  as  school  inspector,  seconded 
by  Miss  Mowat.  Carried. 

Miss  Gordon  moved,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Carr-Harris  that  a  hearty  vote 
of  thanks  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Fraser  for  her  untiring  energy  as  head  of  the 
Earl  Street  Residence. 

Mrs.  Me  William’s  letter  asking  for  our  co-operation  in  forming  a 
federation  of  University  Women’s  clubs  was  read  and  after  hearing  Miss 
Wilson’s  report  on  the  meeting  in  Winnipeg,  much  discussion  followed. 
Miss  Muir  moved,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Macgillivray  that  our  Association  put 
itself  on  record  as  willing  to  join  the  federation.  Carried. 

It  was  moved  by  Miss  Chown  and  seconded  by  Miss  Mowat  that  we 
withdraw  from  affiliation  with  the  National  Council  of  Women.  After 
considerable  discussion  the  question  was  put,  and  the  motion  lost. 

Then  followed  considerable  discussion  as  regards  ways  and  means,  and 
the  necessity  for  the  new  residence.  The  President  reported,  practically 
no  result  from  the  letter  of  appeal  sent  out.  $70  was  reported  from 
Regina  in  a  telegram  of  greeting  from  Miss  Bessie  Farrell,  $25  from 
Picton  and  several  hundred  from  Kingston.  The  need  for  the  Residence 
was  felt  to  be  so  great  tha  it  was  moved  by  Miss  Muir,  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Cornett,  that  the  executive  be  empowered  to  proceed  with  the  building 
of  the  residence  as  soon  as  they  have  enough  financial  support.  Carried. 

The  reports  of  Branch  Associations  were  given. 

Mrs.  Laird  presented  the  report  of  the  Toronto  Branch.  Adopted. 

The  Nominating  Committee  composed  of  Miss  Dorothy  Wilson,  Miss 
Russell  and  Miss  Henderson,  presented  their  slate,  which  was  supplemented 
by  open  nominations.  Miss  Russell  and  Miss  Shearer  acted  as  Secretaries. 

The  election  of  officers  resulted  as  follows:

Miss  D.  Stock,  Kingston;  Miss  M.  Guthrie,  Picton;  ;Miss  M.  Chown,  King¬ 
ston;  Miss  M.  Govan,  Ottawa;  and  Miss  M.  Brown,  chosen  by  Levana.

George  Ross,  convener  of  the  Committee,  was  unable  to  be  present  or  to 
act  as  convener  owing  to  quarantine  for  diphtheria,  and  Mrs.  George  Young, 
President  of  the  Toronto  Branch,  could  not  leave  her  youngest  son,  aged 
three  weeks. 

Miss  Henstridge  presided  very  pleasingly,  and  after  dinner,  Miss 
Lottie  W.  Whitton,  M.A.,  T7,  acted  as  toast  mistress.  The  speeches  were 
short,  pithy  and  to  the  point.  Miss  Mary  Power  of  the  Ontario  Govern¬ 
ment  Child  Welfare  Commission,  a  graduate  of  St.  Michael’s,  spoke  for 
other  University  Alumnae.  Mrs.  Swift,  (Evelyn  Holland,  ’09)  for  the 
Alumnae,  Miss  Flora  Stewart,  1898,  for  the  Alumnae,  Miss  Jane  Tell  of  T9, 
for  Levana,  but  the  speech  was  the  toast  to  the  British  Empire  by  Ruth 
Buchanan  of  ’14,  who  has  been  in  many  parts  of  our  Empire  since  her 
graduation,  England,  Scotland,  Malta,  India,  Singapore,  and  whose  speech 
breathed  patriotism  and  imperialism,  and  showed  an  insight  that  was 
inspiring  and  delightful  to  those  who  had  the  pleasure  of  hearing  her. 
Every  one  regretted  the  unavoidable  absence  of  Miss  Marty,  who  was 
detained  by  examinations  at  the  O.  A.  C.  at  Guelph. 

After  the  Speeches  the  members  left  the  tables  and  moved  about 
greeting  old  friends  and  meeting  new  ones,  and  singing  Queen’s  songs, 
giving  the  various  faculty  “year  yells”  and  there  were  enough  of  the  old 
“residence”  girls  to  lead  off  very  briskly  with  “Eruxuc.” 

The  credit  for  the  very  comfortable  arrangements  is  due  chiefly  to 
Misses  Henstridge,  Stuart,  Minnis  and  Whitton,  and  to  Miss  Whitton  most  of 
all,  for  she  really  was  the  chief  organizer,  and  the  sixty-three  Alumnae 
owe  her  a  debt,  of  gratitude. 

Miss  Marjorie  Wingard,  1917,  is  in  Regina  acting  as  private  secretary 
to  Col.  Perret,  the  principal  of  he  Normal  School  there. 

Miss  Kathleen  Calhoun,  1911,  has  returned  to  Edmonton  to  resume  her 
duties  in  the  University  library. 

Another  Queen’s  graduate  was  signally  honoured  a  few  weeks  ago 
when  at  a  special  convocation  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Household  Science,  honoris  causa,  was  conferred  on  Miss  Edith 
Rayside,  B.A.,  R.R.C.  Miss  Rayside  has  also  the  distinction  of  being 
the  first  woman  graduate  of  Queen’s  to  be  elected  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Miss  E.  L.  Mowat,  1892,  has  served  during  the  present  year  as  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees,  Kingston.  Miss  Mowat  is  the  first 
woman  ever  elected  to  office  in  that  city. 
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A  Well-known  Graduate  Honoured. 

On  Thursday,  October  16th.,  Queen’s  University  conferred  upon  Miss 
A.  E.  Marty,  M.A.,  now  Inspector  of  Public  Schools,  Toronto,  the  degree 
of  LL.D.,  honoris  causa.  This  step  marks  a  distinct  change  in  the  policy 
of  Canadian  Universities,  as  Miss  Marty  is  the  first  Canadian  woman  to 
be  thus  honoured,  the  only  other  women  holding  similar  honours  being  Her 
Royal  Highness,  Queen  Mary,  then  Duchess  of  York,  who  received  an 
LL.D.  from  McGill  University  in  1901,  and  the  Countess  of  Aberdeen, 
who  received  the  degree  of  LL.D.  from  Queen’s  University  in  1897.  The 
ovation  which  greeted  Miss  Marty’s  presentation  for  her  honorary  degree 
testified  to  the  pride  and  gratification  with  which  the  Convocation  assembly 
viewed  its  bestowal  upon  Miss  Marty  personally  and  through  her  upon 
the  women  teachers  of  the  province. 

Miss  Marty  has  been  most  closely  associated  with  the  intellectual  life 
of  the  province,  as  teacher,  as  University  graduate,  and  as  a  public-spirited 
citizen,  interested  in  every  phase  of  its  life.  Her  services  to  the  teaching 
profession  as  a  whole  have  been  outstanding,  whilst  to  the  women  teachers 
they  have  been  invaluable,  as  she  has  done  pioneer  work  for  that  body. 
Beginning  in  the  Public  Schools  her  experience  has  extended  over  the  whole 
range  of  school  work.  For  the  past  fifteen  years  she  has  been  Head  of 
the  Department  of  Modern  Languages  in  the  Ottawa  Collegiate  Institute, 
the  first  woman  to  hold  the  position  of  Head  of  a  Department  in  that 
institution,  which  is  the  largest  secondary  school  in  the  province.  In  July 
of  this  year  she  was  appointed  a  Public  School  Inspector  for  the  City  of 
Toronto  and  is  the  only  woman  in  Canada  holding  the  position  of  Inspector 
of  Schools  today.  She  is  the  author  of  the  High  School  Reader  and  of  “The 
Essentials  of  French  Pronunciation.” 

While  Miss  Marty  has  been  making  history  for  the  women  teachers 
of  the  province,  her  organizing  and  executive  ability  has  been  freely  used 
in  the  public  life  of  our  country.  She  has  been  a  prominent  member 
of  the  Executive  of  the  Ottawa  Women’s  Canadian  Club.  She  was  one 
of  the  founders  and  one  of  the  most  successful  Presidents  of  the  University 
Women’s  Club  of  Ottawa.  She  has  held  the  office  of  President  of  the  City  of 
Ottawa  Teachers’  Association,  and  of  the  Modern  Language  section  of 
the  Ontario  Educational  Association. 

It  is,  however,  as  a  University  graduate,  and  especially  in  her  re¬ 
lationship  to  her  Alma  Mater,  Queen’s,  that  Miss  Marty  is  best  known  to 
the  readers  of  the  Alumnae  News.  She  was  one  of  the  first  women  to  be 
elected  to  the  Council  of  Queen’s  University  and  none  of  us  are  likely  to 
forget  that  she  was  the  first  President  of  the  re-organized  Alumnae  Assoc¬ 
iation  and  the  indefatigable  convener  of  the  Residence  Committee,  a  body 
to  whose  indomitable  perseverance  we  owe  the  existence  of  the  fund  of 
$43,000,  now  held  for  the  erection  of  a  much-needed  Women’s  Building. 

The  members  of  the  teaching  profession  and  the  University  women  of 
Ontario  are  proud  of  Miss  Marty  as  a  colleague,  but  prouder  still  are  the 
women. of  Queen’s,  for  we  feel  that  she  belongs  to  us  especially.  Not  one 
of  us  but  longed  to  be  present  on  that  historic  occasion  when  the  first 
Canadian  woman  stepped  over  another  of  the  lines  which  divided  men  and 
women  and  entered  the  territory  where  men  and  women  stand  together  on 
their  own  character  and  merits.  Queen's  was  the  first  Canadian  University 
to  admit  women  to  its  courses  on  equal  terms  with  men,  and  the  first  to 
elect  women  to  her  governing  boards.  We  are  proud  to  think  that  she  has 
again  been  first  to  take  another  long  stride  in  advance.  Long  live  our 
Alma  Mater  and  long  live  Dr.  Marty, — to  wear  with  distinction  the  degree 
she  has  so  fully  earned.

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Levana  Notes. 

Hardly  had  the  new  girls  realized  that  there  was  such  a  society  as 
Levana,  hardly  had  they  caught  a  glimpse  of  their  older  friends,  than  that 
much  spoken  of  “Flu”  Epidemic  broke  out  and  scattered  many  to  their 
several  homes.  Levana  responded  nobly  to  the  call  for  help  in  nursing 
and  giving  out  supplies.  It  was  thus  November  before  the  freshettes 
became  initiated  into  the  ways  and  means  of  College  through  teas  given 
at  the  homes  of  the  various  Kingston  girls  and  that  awe-inspiring  evening 
in  the  “Gym.”  at  the  end  of  which  each  “Freshie”  must  kneel  at  the  feet 
of  Levana’s  bear  and  swear  allegiance  to  the  high  ideals  of  the  Society. 

Armistice  Day  meant  a  great  deal  to  any  College — to  Queen’s 
especially,  with  her  long  list  of  Service  rendered  Overseas.  We  realised 
that  those  who  had  given  themselves  for  our  sakes  had  not  done  so  in  vain 
and,  spite  of  all  the  sadness  around,  we  coidd  look  forward  to  a 
bigger  ad  better  Queen’s  than  had  ever  existed  before.  The  danger  of 
its  becoming  a  Ladie’s  College  was  eliminated !  Snake  Walk,  parades,  a 
delightfully  informal  dance  in  the  Gymnasium,  all  combined  to  make 
November  the  eleventh  here,  as  elsewhere,  one  not  soon  to  be  forgotten. 

The  Levana  Tea  and  A.M.S.  elections  in  which  Miss  Mildred 
Sheridan,  B.A.,  became  Assistant  Secretary  by  acclamation  and  Miss 
Winnifred  Hay  also  of  ’19  headed  the  polls  as  Committee  Woman,  were 
the  next  big  events.  Such  fame  did  the  Dramatic  Club  win  in  their  presen¬ 
tation  of  “  The  Lion  and  the  Mouse,”  that  the  evening  when  “The  Grand” 
is  always  filled  to  Mr.  Brannigou’s  full  satisfaction,  need  only  be  men¬ 
tioned  here. 

So  many  Social  Functions  took  place  that  Principal  Taylor  was 
very  much  afraid  the  original  purposes  of  Queens  as  a  seat  of  learning 
would  have  to  change  to  an  Academy  of  Dancing.  The  three  Faculty 
Dances  besides  the  junior  and  the  final  year,  and  the  Sophomore  “At  Home” 
were  held  in  the  Gym  while  the  Returned  Men’s  and  Young  Bachelors’  Clubs 
held  their  functions  in  the  City  Hall. 

Meanwhile  each  year  in  Levana  gave  an  entertainment  for  the  Invalid 
Soldiers  over  in  the  one  time  “Red  Room”  of  Queen’s  Hospital.  Sunday 
morning  the  girls  did  V.A.D.  work  and  assisted  in  the  Service  the 
boys  held,  as  well  as  the  usual  Red  Cross  work  throughout  the  week. 

Mademoiselle  Haynaud,  the  first  representative  from  a  French  Uni¬ 
versity  to  reach  a  Canadian  College,  proved  very  beneficial  to  the  girls’ 
practical  French  work.  Weekly  meetings  of  the  French  Club  were  held 
informally  at  Mrs.  McNeill’s  home  when  not  the  least  interesting  item 
was  the  tea  served. 

In  sports  Levana  as  usual  was  taking  a  very  real  part.  Championship 
honours  were  divided:  ’22  won  the  Basketball,  ’20  the  Field  Hockey,  while 
‘19  managed  to  come  out  on  top  in  the  Ice  Hockey.  The  Debating  Cup 
went  to  Arts  ‘21. 

The  elections  in  the  Spring  proved  very  gratifying.  Our  hopes  of 
Miss  Loraine  Shortt’s  abilities  as  a  President  have  been  more  than  realized 
and  of  course  Mrs  Macgillvary  as  an  Honorary  President  needs  merely 
to  be  mentioned. 

On  the  fourteenth  of  March,  Lgvana  had  a  real  treat  when  Lottie 
Whitton,  M.A.,  T7  came  to  talk  to  the  girls  on  Social  Service.  “Charlie” 
was  in  her  work  as  whole  heartedlv  as  ever  and  it  tea, s*  good  to  see  her 

again. 
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But  all  good  things  do  end  and  Levana  1918-19  closed  with  the 
Valedictory  by  the  retiring  President,  Mora  Guthrie,  B.A.  ’19  and  the 
year  ‘19  presentation  of  their  memorial  a  Silver  Tea  Service. 

Levana  took  her  part  in  the  Spring  Exams,  and  was  well  represented 
at  the  final  year  dance,  and  convocation.

The  Residence  Fund. 

Since  1914  the  Residence  Fund  had  been  considered  to  have  been 
practically  at  a  standstill,  for  no  active  campaign  had  been  carried  on 
for  it.  However  the  time  has  come  when,  once  more,  the  members  of  the 
Alumnae  can  turn  their  attentions  to  this  fund.  The  need  for  the  new 
Residence  is  felt  more  than  ever,  the  two  small  ones,  at  present  in  use, 
are  filled  and  cannot  accomodate  all  desiring  to  live  in  them.  A  third 
would  have  been  opened  if  another  house  could  have  been  procured. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  remind  anyone  that  originally  it  was  the 
Undergraduates,  who  requested  that  a  Residence  Fund  be  started.  Each 
year  the  Levana  Society  has  donated  a  sum  to  the  Fund  and  the  girls 
in  Avonmore  and  in  the  Residence  have  subscribed  for  Victory  Bonds 
and  donated  them  to  the  Fund,  which  would  prove  that  the  present 
Undergraduates  appreciate  the  advantage  of  being  in  Residence  and  are 
doing  their  share  to  help.  Though  standing  still  as  far  as  any  special 
activity  is  concerned,  still  the  Fund  has  grown,  for  in  1914  the  report 
shows,  roughly  speaking,  $17,000  on  hand,  while  at  present  there  is  about 
$41,000.  This  increase  includes  $10,000  donated  by  the  late  Dr.  Douglas 
and  $500  by  the  Misses  Mowat  in  memory  of  their  mother  who  always  took 
a  warm  interest  in  this  Fund.  The  Toronto,  Ottawa  and  Kingston  Branches 
of  the  Alumnae  have  each  made  donations  and  the  interest  on  the  money 
invested  has  averaged  about  $1,500  a  year  while  the  balance  is  chiefly  made 
up  of  installments  paid  on  promised  subscriptions.  These  subscriptions 
are  almost  all  paid  so  that  it  is  necessary  to  have  more  promised  and  now 
the  more  recent  Graduates  will  have  an  opportunity  to  subscribe  for  they 
they  have  not  done  so  yet,  and  they  know  the  need  for  the  new  Residence, 
even  more  than  the  old  Graduates  do. 

Surely  the  fact  that  the  Fund  has  slowly  grown,  despite  many 
hinderances,  will  be  an  incentive  for  each  member  to  do  all  in  her  power 
to  help,  for  it  requires  united  effort  to  build  the  Residence  and  that 
Residence  must  be  built.

Social  Work.* 

Social  work  has  been  defined,  most  concisely  as  the  effort  to  improve 
social  and  living  conditions,  and  as  such  divides  itself  into  two  lines  of 
activity,  the  effort  to  improve  the  individual,  and  the  effort  to  better  his 
environment.

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Under  the  first  heading  are  grouped  those  interests,  which  are  carried 
on,  as  the  so-called  case  work, — family  relief  and  rehabilitation :  institutional 
or  Clinical  Child  Welfare  work;  employment,  organization  or  “Welfare” 
work  in  industrial  interests;  Settlements  and  Community  recreation  centres; 
charitable  and  public  institutions;  work  with  the  feeble  minded;  redemp¬ 
tive  and  preventive  work  with  individuals;  juvenile  and  women’s  court 
work;  immense  charitable  work,  so  long  carried  by  the  churches  alone, 
and  the  rapidly  developing  public  health  service. 

Since  the  work  has  sought  to  treat  the  human  being  on  humanitarian 
and  personal  considerations  rather  than  by  economic  dictates,  as  the  larger 
mass  reform  movements  often  tend,  the  intrduction  of  the  word  service,  to 
describe  what  is  really  social  work  as  truly  as  is  service  in  an  office,  office 
work  has  given  to  the  social  worker,  an  undeserved  badge  of  service, 
sacrifice,  and  all  those  esoteric  qualities,  tradition  has  ascribed  to  the 
term  “Service.”  The  social  worker  who  insists  upon  “social  service 
workers”  as  his  official  designation,  is  as  depicable  as  he  is  hypocritical. 

Work  to  improve  the  environment,  or  mass  reform  work  concerns  itself 
with  educational,  legislative,  and  administrative  endeavour  rather  than  with 
personal  effort  with  the  individual.  It  is  generally  the  sphere,  into  which 
case  work  leads;  thus,  the  Neighbourhood  Worker’s  Association,  the  Feder¬ 
ations,  the  Community  Welfare  Centres,  etc.,  are  in  theory,  if  not  in 
actual  practice,  the  local  mass  reform  movements — they  seek  to  gather 
up  the  experience  of  the  individual  workers,  base  future  action  upon  its 
finding  and  translate  its  recommendations  into  fact  and  law.  When  a 
series  of  local  units  hand  up  this  information  to  a  provincial  or  federal 
organization,  this  distinction  is  more  evident.  Thus  Toronto,  Ottawa, 
Montreal  have  their  child  welfare  clinics,  their  milkstations,  and  their  baby 
welfare  leagues, — all  of  which  will  stand  in  parallel  relation  to  each  other 
but  at  the  antithesis  of  actual  activity  from  the  Provincial  Child  Welfare 
Bureau,  which  while  it  does  hold  clinics  and  deal  with  the  individual 
does  so,  as  a  preliminary  to  local  activity  only,  as  an  educational  and 
stimulating  enterprise.  Its  work  is  really  the  instilling  and  maintaining  of 
an  intelligent  interest  in  the  baby  life  of  the  Province — a  mass  reform 
movement. 

Therefore  upon  co-relating  this  side  of  the  work  with  the  case  work, 
it  will  be  found  that  the  the  administrative  officers  of  the  Employment 
Bureaux;  the  Consumer’s  Leagues;  the  Housing  Commissions;  the  Workers’ 
Educational  Interests;  the  National  or  Provincial  Playgrounds  Assoc’n; 
the  Social  Service  Council;  the  Federation  of  Settlements;  the  Organizations 
devoted  to  the  reduction  of  mental,  and  certain  physical  diseases;  bodies, 
interested  in  the  suppression  of  national  vices  of  unwhilesome  national 
traffics;  and  in  the  raising  of  the  standards  of  national  life  may  properly 
be  included  in  this  division  of  social  work. 

That  is  truly,  social  work,  which  seeks  to  make  the  individual  happier, 
healthier,  freer,  and  so,  to  make  his  contribution  to  the  nation,  richer, 
fuller,  finer  in  those  essentials,  in  which  national  greatness  consists.  And 
since  this  can  be  done  ,not  only  by  giving  to  the  individual  higher  standards, 
and  aid  in  the  approach  to  those  standards  but  by  maintaing  the  national 
life,  at  a  level,  worthy  of  effort,  towards  attainments,  the  two  fields  are 
indefinably  interdependent  and  organically  co-related.  It  is  a  field,  worthy 
the  investment  of  interest  and  life,  and  the  opportunuities  for  endeavour  are 
as  numerous  as  they  are  enduring.  While  25,000  little  children  die 
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annually  in  Canada,  without  great  effort  to  their  saving;  while  women 
sell  their  souls  on  city  streets;  while  Canadian  citizens  live  in  hovels, 
that  defy  decency  and  health ;  while  men  and  women  slave  their  lives 
away,  to  waste  at  the  last  in  a  public  poorhouse, — just  so  long  will  there 
he  need  of  effort  and  endeavour  towards  social  betterment,  just  so  long 
can  there  be  no  truce  in  the  social  crusade.

The  Outlook  for  Women  in  Higher  Education  in  Canada. 

Fruitless  search  for  current  articles  on  this  subject  has  brought 
me  almost  to  the  verge  of  pessimism.  The  subject  has  eluded  the 
cacoethes  scribendi  of  today.  The  conclusion  is  inevitable;  no  articles 
ergo,  no  outlook.  However,  the  outlook  for  women  in  the  universities  of 
Canada  is  not  without  hope.  The  universities  have  been  opening  their  doors 
to  women  lecturers  during  the  past  ten  years  with  increasing  liberality.  It 
is  true  that  the  doors  are,  for  the  most  part,  the  unchallenged  side  doors 
that  lead  to  domestic  science,  supervision  of  women  students,  and  physical 
training,  and  but  rarely  in  instances  of  exceptional  talent  the  broad  front 
door  to  unalloyed  instruction.  Only  one  women  in  Canada  holds  the  rank 
of  full  professor  and  but,  five  or  six  that  of  associate  or  assistant-professor. 
Ten  or  more  are  ‘lecturers.  The  temporary  instructors,  demonstrators 
and  class  assistants  number  over  thirty.  Women  it  is  evident,  constitute 
only  a  small  and  subordinate  part  of  the  teaching  staff  of  our  universities, 
rarely  more  than  two  or  three  per  cent. 

The  United  States  with  its  many  Women’s  Colleges  and  larger  enrol¬ 
ment  of  womens  students  in  coeducational  institutions  and  its  numerous 
graduate  schools  shows  a  higher  average  percentage  of  women  on  the 
faculties  of  colleges  and  universities — thirteen  per  cent  west  of  the  Missi¬ 
ssippi  and  six  per  cent  in  the  more  conservative  east.  The  rates  of  the 
several  grades  of  faculty  appointments  to  which  women  attain  is  usually 
ten  per  cent,  full  professors,  five  per  cent,  associate,  ten  assistant  and  as 
in  Canada  by  far  the  larger  percentage — namely,  seventy-three  instructors. 

Both  in  Canada  and  the  United  States  the  proportion  of  women  who 
are  appointed  to  higher  academic  positions  is  astonishingly  small  when 
compared  with  the  number  of  women  undergraduate  students.  The 
scholarly  production  of  women  too  is  dissappointing  in  quantity  in  compari¬ 
son  with  that  of  men  and  with  the  number  of  women  who  have  received 
the  necessary  training  for  research.  What  is  the  cause  of  the  women 
scholars’  apparent  deterioration  after  the  completion  of  her  years  of 
tutelage  and  of  her  failure  to  advance  in  her  profession,  when  in  under¬ 
graduate  work  she  frequently  surpasses  and  in  the  graduate  schools  is 
unquestionably  the  equal  of  the  man  student?  There  are,  I  believe  certain 
deterrent  forces  that  are  affecting  the  higher  scholarly  career  of  women 
which  do  not  operate  to  the  same  extent  in  the  lower  grades'  of  teaching 
or  Scholarship. 

At  the  starting  point  when  she  is  deciding  the  what-to-do-after-eollege 
question  two  factors- — aside  from  the  first  essential  genuine  love  of 
learning  tend  to  influence  her  decision — the  first  public  opinion,  and  the 
second  opportunity.  Public  opinion  undoubtedly  harbors  the  same  hostility 
to  the  specialized  erudition  of  the  graduate  school  that  it  in  the  past 
extended  to  the  general  cultural  course  of  the  undergraduate.  The 
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woman  college-graduate  is  now  among  the  intelligent  people  acquitted  of 
the  once  suspected  blue  stockingism  but  continuance  beyond  the  bachelor’s 
degree  still  confers  an  unenviable  distinction  on  a  woman.  It  is  considered 
on  the  borderland  of  freakisbness.  It  has  to  be  explained.  Public  opinion 
once  disregarded,  the  young  graduate  must  either  seek  the  necessary 
money  for  further  study  from,  it  may  be,  a  half  disapproving  family,  or 
earn  it  for  herself,  or,  if  extremely  fortunate,  win  a  scholarship  or  fellow¬ 
ship,  which  is  too  often  inadequate  in  amount.  In  obtaining  the  last 
mentioned  sources  of  income  she  will  find  herself  particularly  at  a  dis¬ 
advantage  in  competition  with  men.  In  the  award  of  all  fellowships  and 
scholarships  except  those  decided  by  examinations  the  women  candidate 
must  have  a  large  margin  of  superior  promise  to  win  the  honor  from 
a  male  competitor.  Many  scholarships  are  not  open  to  women,  for  example, 
the  Cecil  Rhodes  foundation  the  most  liberal  of  the  scholarships  offered 
to  Canadians.  Temporary  positions  too  as  lecturers  and  demonstrators 
in  the  large  graduate  universities  are  more  frequently  assigned  to  men 
students.  Inferior  earning  capacity  and  less  physical  endurance  are  other 
obstacles  which  hamper  the  progress  of  the  women  student  who  must 
earn  her  own  way.  The  Canadian  woman  feels  this  handicap  more  keenly 
than  the  American  owing  to  the  limited  range  of  the  graduate  courses 
offered  in  our  home  universities.  The  advanced  student  must  go  at  an 
increased  expenditure  either  to  the  United  States  or  to  England  where, 
at  the  oldest  universities,  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  a  women  can  gain  only 
a  restricted  admission  by  any  of  the  segregated  women's  colleges,  and  is  not 
awarded  a  degree  or  honors. 

Three  other  factors  that  are  often  given  slight  consideration  parti¬ 
cularly  discourage  a  women  from  choosing  a  professional  career.  They 
are  the  subordinate  character  of  the  collegiate  positions  open  to  her,  the 
inadequate  salaries,  the  unfavorable  conditions  under  which  she  must 
live.  In  the  United  States  three  classes  of  institutions  offer  possibilities 
to  the  recent  possessor  of  a  Ph.D.  degree — the  women's  colleges,  the 
normal  schools,  and  to  a  limited  extent  the  universities.  In  Canada  she 
may  look  forward  to  the  strenious  teaching  of  the  normal  schools  or  to  a 
subordinate  position  in  a  university — usually  with  little  promise  of  advance¬ 
ment  to  full  professorial  rank  and  emolument.  In  all  cases  alike  the  woman 
scholar  is  confronted  with  the  disadvantages  of  long  hours,  less  stimulating 
required  courses,  unsufficient  leisure  and  facilities  for  research,  lack  of 
means  for  travel  and  study  in  larger  universities,  she  must  pursue  her 
work  amid  the  distractions  of  a  dormitory  and  in  addition  of  her  lectures 
undertake  a  certain  amount  of  supervision  over  the  women  students.  The 
last  is  often  sive  qua  non  condition  in  the  admission  of  women  to  university 
faculties.  It  may  be  a  welcome  opportunity  to  the  woman  with  a  natural 
aptitude  for  the  still  undefined  duties  of  that  anomalous  person  named  in 
Canada  warden  or  adviser  to  women  students,  in  the  United  States  clean  of 
women.  But  the  ambitious  and  aspirant  to  these  titles  may  well  be  dismayed 
by  the  range  of  qualifications  demanded.  In  a  recent  book  on  deans  of 
women  the  ingredients  necessary  for  the  ideal  dean  were  so  defined— 
intellect,  scholarships,  hedagogic  talent,  executive  ability,  physique,  tact, 
human  sympathy,  personal  magnetism,  and  social  charm.  This  much 
dowered  person  is,  however,  usually  expected  to  perform  her  manifolo 
duties  without  any  other  remuneration  than  her  board  and  room  in  the 
dormetories.  I  do  not  wish  in  any  way  to  depreciate  the  work  of  the 
dean  of  women,  but  I  believe  that  executive  duties  of  any  kind  are  apt 
so  to  encroach  upon  the  time  as  to  make  scholarly  production  impossible. 
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Now  that  I  have  pointed  out  the  external  difficulties  that  beset  -the 
path  of  the  women  scholar  I  must  admit  another  which  is  inevitable  in  the 
present  order  of  society,  a  certain  epheweral  eliment  in  a  women’s 
attitude  toward  higher  scholarship  and  professional  advancements — due 
to  marriage.  The  girl  graduating  from  a  university  naturally  questions 
the  wisdom  of  entering  on  a  long  specialized  course  of  training  which  in  the 
event  of  marriage  could  not  be  continued.  Many  a  women  scholar  of 
promise  and  even  of  some  attainment  has  given  up  with  her  name  the  hope 
of  further  research.  This  sense  of  the  temporariness  of  a  women’s 
professional  career  has  no  doubt  a  prejudicial  influence  on  presidents  and 
governors  of  universities.  It  should  be  always  be  taken  into  account  in  a 
just  comparison  of  men’s  and  women’s  success  in  the  field  of  scholarship 

Many  of  the  handicaps  under  which  women  scholars  are  now  working, 
will,  I  hope,  be  removed  in  no  long  time  as  a  result  of  the  continued 
increase  in  the  numbers  of  women  students  in  the  universities,  the  growing 
interest  of  women  in  public  education,  and  the  election  of  women  to  the 
governing  bodies  of  educational  institutions. 

To  the  woman  with  a  sincere  love  of  learning  and  desire  to  “do  her 
bit”  for  higher  education  eitherdirectly  in  research  or  indirectly  in  guiding 
younger  women  scholars,  there  is  no  career  in  which  can  afford  a  deeper 
satisfaction.

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Miss  Florence  McKeracher. 

Florence  McKeracher  was  an  inspiring  teacher,  a  citizen  of  sane 
judgment  and  well  founded  opinions  and  a  women  with  a  broad  and 
sympathetic  outlook  on  life  and  its  problems,  who  can  ill  be  spared  in 
Canada  today.  The  news  of  her  untimely  death  last  October  carried  grief 
to  all  young  and  old  who  knew  her. 

It  is  hardly  too  much  to  say  that  Miss  McKeracher  was  the  ideal 
teacher.  She  was  fully  master  of  her  subject  and  spared  neither  time  nor 
pains  to  perfect,  by  extra-mural  work  or  summer  school  courses  as  the 
opportunity  allowed,  her  training  in  it.  More  than  this  she  was  clear, 
forceful  and  zealous  when  imparting  her  information  to  others.  Her 
pupils  not  only  understood  mathematics  or  chemistry,  physics,  botany,  or 
natural  history  when  she  taught  it,  but  they  grew  to  love  their  work  in  it. 
She  was  absolutely  fair  in  her  judgments  and  won  the  supreme  confidence 
of  the  school  children  for  her  justness  and  accuracy  as  well  as  their  warm 
affection  for  a  devoted  counsellor,  guide  and  friend. 

Outside  her  school  room  she  took  an  active  interest  and  share  in  the 
life  and  work  of  the  community.  She  was  a  wise  and  resourceful  helper 
in  church  work,  town  libraries,  charity  associations,  in  short  in  everything 
which  had  for  its  object  the  enlightment,  the  happiness  or  wholesome  fun 
of  the  neighborhood.  And  to  those  who  had  the  privilege  of  her  friendship, 
her  unselfishness,  her  generosity,  her  deep  sincerity  and  loyalty  combined 
with  her  ability  to  find  happiness  in  everyday  things  bound  her  close  and 
closer.  Her  example  will  always  reman  a  rich  heritage  to  us  all. 

Florence  McKeracher  was  born  in  Port  Arthur,  where  her  father  the 
Reverend  Donald  McKeracher  was  a  pioneer  Presbyterian  missionary  with 
both  Port  Arthur  and  Fort  William  in  his  charge.  From  there  the  family 
moved  to  Wallaceburg  where  her  father  died  shortly  after.  Then  her 
mother  moved  with  her  children  to  Dutton  and  it  was  here  in  1901  Florence 
matriculated  with  honor  standing  in  Mathematics.  She  entered  Queens  that 
fall  but  the  following  year  left  to  attend  the  Normal  College  at  Hamilton. 
After  teaching  for  a  few  years  she  returned  to  the  University  and  grad¬ 
uated  in  1901.  Her  course  had  been  in  Mathemtics  and  Science,  and  on 
graduating  she  taugh  those  subjects  in  Cornwall  and  Newburgh  High 
High  Schools  and  lastly  in  Moulton  College,  Toronto. 

She  never  had  a  very  strong  constitution  and  the  many  responsibilities 
of  life,  none  of  which  she  shirked  to  spare  lierslf,  were  a  constant  and 
heavy  strain  and  left  her  ill  prepared  to  fight  the  terrible  Influenza  last 
year. 

It  is  very  saddening  that  a  life  of  such  great  usefulness  would  have 
closed  so  early  but  the  record  left  might  well  be  envied  by  one  who  may 
enjoy  twice  her  span  of  years.  “Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant.”
